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The Indian Adult Education Association is a national level 
voluntary organisation dedicated to the promotion of 
adult/non-formal education in the country. Started in a small 
way, by a band of dedicated men and women of vision a little 
over fifty one year ago (December, 1939), the Association has 
been and continues to be a pioneering institution in the field 
of adult education. During this period the Association has 
helped in the emergence of the adult education movement in 
the country, and at present its diversified programme covers 
adult non-formal education, social education, continuing and 
life-long education, each aimed at improvement of quality of 
life. The Association is registered under ine Societies 
Registration Act, 1860. 


In its early days, the Association wa standing 
educationists, educational administro workers 
who recognised the importance of ¿tion of 
every citizen in the social, economic, ‘ical life 
of the country and the consequent i or every 
citizen in the democratic, socialist ar: ty to have 
access to the expanding realms ot o> gh adult 
and life-long education. They believe” . ountry like 
India, adult education had an importa: 1 lifting the 
illiterate, the down-trodden, and thc 20 from their 
squalor, ignorance, misery and bondage. and enable them to 
take their rightful place in society. Thus, the Association 


recognised that educational opportunities for life-long 
learning could help the people achieve their maximum 
potential as individuals, as citizens and as parents. 


In the beginning, the Association's major emphasis was on 
the creation of public opinion for a public policy on adult 
education, and on mobilising support for the movement oe 
the government and other public institutions. Today, witha a 
education recognised as an essential process of hare 
reconstruction, the Association is concerned with e pie 
process purposeful and effective. Towards this nn e 
Association functions as a federation of some 260 a bee 
organisations spread throughout the length and bread a 
country and supports their activities by bringing them tog 
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of 


in its conferences, seminars, workshops and discussion 
groups; it also provides its members, including some 1050 
‘life’ and ‘yearly’ individual members, with expert opinion and 
experience, national and international through its 
publications, both periodic and otherwise.

To arrange public lectures, demonstrations, seminars 
etc., for the furtherance of the objects of the Association 
To organise Indian Adult Education Conference andother 
meetings in furtherance of the objectives. 


* To persuade universities, colleges and other educational

IAEA Newsletter 


The Association publishes a Newsletter in English once a 
month. It is devoted to the coverage of the activities 
undertaken by the Association and various institutions’ 
organisations, official and non-official, in the field of 
adult/non-formal education. It also includes abstracts of 
important books on therelevantsubjectsandan annotated list 
of new additions to the library of the Association.

means of exchange of views, pooling of experience etc 


Every year, the Association convenes an all India Adul 
Education Conference in which a large number of aa 
educators from all parts of the country participate es 
Association has so far organised 43 annual conferen 
different parts of the country.

Correspondence Courses 


The Association organised correspondence courses for 
workers in Hindi on Collective Bargaining and Trade Unions.

It has organised intra state and inter-state training for 
key level functionaries of Government Departments, NGOs 
and universities and colleges, trade union workers in different 
parts of the country.
